The absence of Nis naine 
in this one country and perhaps other 
counties therefore militates against his 
nomination. Should he win in spite of 
such a handicap the fact that Texns 
Democrats are not holding his attitude 
agianst him will be all the more. pro- 
nounced. 


Size of Vote Interests. 


More light will probably be thrown 
on the future in the size of the vote 
A light vote, in the opinion of many 
observers, may be taken as indicative 
of a determination of a large number 
of voters to avoid the primafy, to be 
free to vote as they please in Novem- 
ber.

New York, July 26.—Here.. in ote 
backyard of the Bronx there is anguish | 
in the air tonight, for Tex Rickard has 
promoted his first financial flop of the 
century. The Kliondike man has failed 
for the first time to pam pay dirt and 
it happened in Babe Ruth's grassy 
boudoir, the Yankee Stadium. 

Despite the artistry of the Student 
Prince of boxing and the hardy efforts 
of the envoy from New Zealand, Tex 
Rickard and his 600 millionaires will 
have to dig up aproximately 400,000 
to pay what Wall Street calls the debit 
and what Rickard refers to as the 
“red” incident to the boxing exhibi- 
tion between Gene Tunney and Tom 
Heeney. 

Unfortunately Gene Tunney’s re- 
tiring nature was met with equalled 
apathy on the part of fightgoers, and 
only the more hardy fans“turned out. 
Mr. Rickard estimated the crowd at 
60,000, but a stroll through the grand- 
stand and ringside sections followed 
with a little multiplication showed 
that 40,000 would cover amply. 

Mr, Rickard said early this evening 
he would be pleasantly surprised if the 
receipts exceeded $600,000. He was not 
pleasantly surprised. Lightning calcu- 
lators placed the intake nearer to $500,- 
000, so this may he called the half- 
million dollar battle, or the fight that 
failed, 

Tunney was guaranteed not less than 
$525,000. The champion signed a con- 
tract, required by the State Boxing 
Commission, providing 37144 per cent of 
the receipts as his reward for defending 
his title. 

It is common knowledge, however, 


that Tunney will collect on his guaran- 


tee rather than on a percentage basis, 
which would leave him holding one 
corner of the bag. Heeney had his name 
to a contract for 12%, per cent of the 
proceeds, but the New Zealander col- 
lected $100,000, which was guaranteed 
him. 

The percentage of the fighters alone, 
counting the Government’s 25 per cent 
levy and the State’s 5 per cent tax, 
which amounts to almost $200,000. 
leaves Rickard $325,000 on the wrong 
Side of the ledger. His othe- expenses 
will top the $75,000 mark. 

With Jack (Sock ‘em and pack ’em 
in) Dempsey only a .pectator, the best 
Rickard could do was to “hold the 
bag.” But he will take the bag back 
to his 600 Madison Square Garden mil- 
lionaires. They will make wry faces, 
but the loss is not entirely from the 
Klondike man’s pockets. The corpora- 
tion will have to take it on the belt 
line. Tex had become filled with pride 
of his seven-figure extravaganzas. He 
had panned more than $8,000,000 in the 
last five fights he had promoted. To- 
night’s fight that failed was his first 
venture into the “red” of any conse- 
quence since he became known as the 
man with the Midas touch.

Heeney’s major offensive was the first 
round After that he was a badly 
pounded target who, although borihg 
in with tireless energy, could never 
escape Tunney’s masterful attack.

“battles of the century” in the past. 

Perhaps it was because neither of

every blow with interest, nothing short 
of a knockout by Heeney could have 
aroused its enthusiasm. 

The large squad of police that was 
on hand to keep traffic lanes open 
marveled at the quietness of the 
crowd, and members of it declared that 
it was the most orderly and easily man- 
aged they could remember handling 
Not an argument or fight, other than 
that in New York to which the crowd 
was listening, was reported.

The difference in the passion of 
Washington residents and the populace 
of ancient Rome for getting under run- 
ning water in hot weather is the 
principal reason why more of the 
fountains of the Capital are not turned 
on in the summer. The comparison of 
the Romans and Washingtonians and 
their relative taste for water was made 
yesterday by Lieut. Col. U. 8S. Grant 3d, 
director of the Office of Public Build- 
ings and Parks, in reply to a letter 
from the Commission of Fine Arts, ask- 
ing for wider operations of fountains 

The passion of local residents for 
getting under running water is such 
that Col. Grant finds he can not proper- 
ly police the fountains after they are 
turned on As a result, he says, 


the fountains and make them a nul- 
sance, The commission had pointed to 
ancient Rome as an example of the 
properly fountained city, and l 
Grant replies’ that “the Roman popu- 
lace has a less strong impulse in this 
regard’’—that of getting under water— 
than Americans.

that Bishop Candler quoted only from 
those bishops prior to 1894 and that 
prohibition as an issue gained ascend- 
ancy since that time. 

“These bishops,” the joint statement 
said, “openly and courageously met in 
their own way the condition which con- 
fronted them in those days, but it Is 
likewise true that bishops, ministers 
and laymen of our church in our days 
and generation have met with equal 
frankness the greal moral issues that 
have confronted them.” 

“We emphasize,” the statement con- 
tinued, “that it. the Episcopal address 
of 1922 it is declared that ‘it is incum- 
bent upon every good citizen (minis- 
ters and laymen) to work for the plac- 
ing in power of men who are sincere 
friends of the law. 

“Also in the last recorded action of 
the general conference (1926), it is de- 
clared: ‘That in our State—from con- 
stable to governor—and in the nation 
—from revenue agent to. President—of- 
ficilals must be selected who believe in 
enforcement not only because prohibi- 
tion is the law, but because it ought 
to be the law,’ and all our people 
(ministers as well as laymen) are called 
upon to exert their full influence as 
Christians and as patriotic citizens of 
our Republic. 

“It would be an unthinkable repu- 
diation of our personal responsibility 
as Christian citizens and a base be- 
trayal of those who have a right to look 
to us for moral leadership to retire 
from the field at this critical juncture 
in the warfare with this age-long enemy 
of mankind. 

“We notify the defenders and the ad- 
vocates of the liquor traffic that the 
moral forces of the country will not 
be driven from the fleld by the cry 
that they are ‘bringing the church 
into politics,’ because they are opposing 
the election to the presidency of a man 
whose personal and official record both 
brand him as the outstanding enemy of 
national prohibition for which great re- 
form we have ourselves, not only as 
citizens, but also as Christian ministers, 
been working for years.”

APPEAL FOR CHANGE 
CTIRS. OPPOSITION 


Board’s Plan to Have Affairs 
Handled by General Staff 
Is Criticized. 


EXPERTS POINT OUT 
PROPOSAL BREAKS LAW 


Present Policy Defended by 
Association; Further Con- 
ferences Sought. 


Both approval and opposition greet- 
ed the report of the committee on 
operation of administrative policies 
governing appointment, assignment, 
and promotion of reserve officers, made 
public yesterday by the War Depart- 
ment, which has not yet given con- 
sideration to the document nor made 
any comments on its recommenda- 
tions. 

A majority report of the board 
which convened in this city, July 9, 
that affairs of the officers’ reserve be 
solely and entirely committed to the 
War Department under the chief of 
staff. and that its affairs as a strictly 
Federal force be handled as those of 
the regular army, subject to = the 
policies of the general staff, and the 
operations conducted by the adjutant 
general's office, met with opposition. 

This opinion, it was explained by 
Officials of the Reserve Officers As- 
sociation of the United States, nullli- 
fles an existing office for administer- 
ing reserve affairs. They said the sug- 
gestion to nullify the provision of the 
National Defense Act under which 
they are granted an equal voice in the 
adoption of policy and regulations for 
their own government and administra- 
tion would be resisted. 


Benefit Seen to Reserves. 


They said that, while the association 
had .not had sufficient time to thor- 
oughly examine the reports of the com- 
mittee, a casual reading of its recom- 
mendations would indicate that a ma- 
jority of the numerous recommenda- 
tions coincide with the opinion of a 
large majority of reserve officers and 
would, without doubt, if put tn opera- 
tion by the War Department, be bene- 
ficial to the reserves and consequently 
to the Army as a whole. 

The proposal of a majority of the 
committee that policies affecting the 
appointment, assignment, promotion 
reappointment and separation from the 
service of reserve officers be prepared 
by the general staff of the Army, they 
regard of the greatest importance and 
overshadowing all other recommenda- 
tions. This, however, they asserted, is 
contrary to the expressed provisions of 
Section 5 of the Defense Act, which 
provides that such policies should be 
prepared by an equal number of re- 
serve officers with: those of the various 
sections of the ceneral staff employed 
in the preparations of t*>* policies. 


Citizen Soldiers Protected. 


They recalled that this section pro- 
vided further that such reserve officers 
shall have first been certified as fitted 
for such duty by the governors of 
States and Territories, and that in the 
adoption of this provision Congress es- 
tablished the policy of providing for 
an equal voice of citizen soldiers, the 
reserve officers, in the preparation 
and adoption of all policies having to 
do with development and administra- 
tion of the citizen component of. the 
Army, thus assuring tha the Regular 
Army shall not subordinate the civilian 
to the professional viewpoint in all 
things. 

The continuance of the present 
policy, they asserted, is absolutely es- 
sential to the welfare of the civilian 
forces created by the defense act and 
which would in time of war be re- 
quired to furnish approximately 85 per 
cent of our entire force. 

Emphasizing that the defense act 
was designed by civilians to assure an 
adequate emergency defense force 
obviate the necessity of a great stand- 
ing Army, they recalled that its adop- 
tion by Congress was vigorously op- 
posed by many leaders of the Army: 
though it is generally approved’ by 
those in authority in the regular Army 
today. 


Guard Corps Recommended. 


Establishment of a “guard corps” 
for National Guard officers, was a 
novelty recommendation of the ma- 
jority report. It was said at reserve 
officers’ headquarters that this pro- 
posal was unique, if not impossible, as 
the National Guard is, for constitu- 
tional reasons, State forces. 

Association officials announced it Is 
probable the body will request Secre- 
tary of War Davis to convene a board 
to harmonize the views expressed in 
the majority and minority reports, 

Brig. Gen. Roy Hoffman, Oklahoma, 
president of the association, now at- 
tending a meeting of reserve officers 
of Michigan, will confer with Secretary 
Davis on their return to Washington.

Hands-off Policy Here. 


The State Department appeared yes- 
terday to have adopted a determined 
hands-off policy with regard to the 
Sino-Japanese differences over Manchu- 
ria, but it was reported in unofficial 
quarters that arbitration will be the 
only settlement of 4 situation that 
threatens to permanently sever China 


and Manchuria, 

With the Japanese holding what dis- 
patches intimate to be a virtual pro- 
tectorate over the Mukden government 
of the Northerners in Manchuria, and 
with determination to prevent hostlli- 
ties by the Nationalist government of 
China that may imperil Japanese hold- 
ings, the separation of the province 
actually exists, according to these 
sources. 

There is not any likelihood of the Na- 
tionalists venturing further northward 
than the Great Wall of China, accord- 
ing to some observers here, giving the 
Northerners who are now in control 
beyond it the protection of Japanese 
armed forces. The Japanese, it is re- 
ported, have decreed that there shall 
be no fighting in this area. 

Just after Peking was seized, Nation- 
alist leaders announced that their 
armies might advance to Manchuria, 
but this was nromptly halted by the 
Japanese attitude, it is stated There- 
fore, it is pointed out as a natural 
situation, the Nationalists can not take 
Manchuria by armed force, leaving only 
arbitration with Japar as a means of 
unifying China. 


Danger of Fighting Slim. 


As long as the Nationalists hold their 
forces below the Great Wall, there is 
little possibility of actual fighting be- 
tween the Nationalists and Northern- 
ers or the Nationalists and Japanese. 
In view of this, it is semiofficially 
stated that the surest way of clearing 
the situation would be through arbi- 
tration by the Nationalists and Jap- 
anese. This is imminent, according 
to some, because of the action of Sec- 
retary of State Frank B. Kellogg in 
accepting the Nationalists’ proposal on 
behalf of the United States. 

Great Britain’s action on the invli- 
tation of the Nationalists to negotiate 
a settlement of treaties between the two 
nations is expected momentarily. It is 


almost a certainty that Great Britain 
will take an affirmative attitude, thus 
‘leaving Japan among the three great 
powers heavily interested in the Far 
East still holding out against the Na- 
tionalists. 

Washington does not expect any great 
fare of action in the Far East. The 
attitude here is that the favor of this 
country puts the Nationalists on a 
sound footing, which Manchuria may 
laccept if the Japanese would act. as 
| agent.

Zen and has the right-to choose ‘the 
party that bests suits his ideas. 

“My greatest regret comes from one 
of the reasons advanced because it 
compels me to question his. sincerity.” 

Then the governor recounted that 
during the Madison Square Garden 
convention deadlock four years ago, 
Owen called to see him at the Man- 
hattan Club across the street from 
the convention hall, “and asked me to 
use my influence to secure for him 
the support of the Tammany delega- 
tion and stated that’ with that support 
he felt he could get considerable dele- 
gates from other States for himself as 
a candidate for the nomination tor 
President.” 

“His ‘hostility to Tammany Hall,” 
Gov. Smith concluded, “must have 
grown up in his heart in the last four 
years. In 1924 he was not only will- 
ing to accept its support, but quite 
anxious to get it.”

Interest In Simmons. 


Added interest, and maybe more 
than is wanted, attaches to 
primary because the action of Senator 
Furnifold M. Simmons, of North Caro- 
lina, in refusing to remain as national 
committeeman for the Smith fight, has 
rather caused some apprehension in the 
Democratic camp that the Southern 
Situation might possibly get out of 
hand after all. The senator's action 
served to draw sharp attention to what 
is going on down South. There is the 
fear that his action may, at least, 
make the fight harder in North Caro- 
lina, not that the senator plans to fight 
the ticket but because he does not in- 
tend to fight for it.

Contract Bridge 


UR Contract articles today and 
tomorrow will be devoted to the 
interpretations of certain laws 

concerning which there seems to be 
some doubt. It may be mentioned, in- 
cidentally, that the laws referred to are 
those adopted by the Whist Club (New 
York), with the approval of the 
American Whist League, American Auc- 
tion Bridge League, the Knickerbocker 
Whist Club and practically every other 
influential card club in the country. 
These laws became effective September 
15, 1927; they are wumiversally followed 
in this country and are quite generally 
used abroad. 

The first disputed law to be consid- 
ered concerns doubled contracts. Take 
as an illustration a love score and a 
contract of two Spades doubled and 
made. It has been argued that, as it 
takes four Spades to make game from 
a love score, and. Declarer has bid for 
only two, he can not score game. The 
answer is that it does not take four- 
odd to go game at doubled Spades, but 
that two-odd will do it. The case cited 
is an example of “doubling them éut” 
(an expression common in Auttion 
Bridge, used to apply to the case in 


which a Declarer goes game because he 


has been doubled, when he would not 
have done so undoubled). There evi- 
dently is confusion between a contract 
made with the help of a double, and 
one made with the help of a revoke 
penalty (referred to tomorrow). 

On the disputed point regarding dou- 
bling, the following extracts from laws 
36 (a) and 36 (b) should be clear to 
any one who has taken the trouble to 
read them. 


(36-a) If Declarer makes his 
contract, his side scores in their 
contract score, the value, normal, 
doubied or redoubled, of the Made 
Contract. 

(36-b) Doubling doubles’ the 
normal value of the tricks of the 
Made Contract. 

“Made Contract” is defined in the 
laws as the number of tricks won by 
Declarer after he has won six tricks, 
up to and including the number of 
tricks named in his contract. 

The slam bonus, however, can not 
be obtained by aid of a double; “to 
score the premium, the slam must be 
contracted for. The slam value is not 
changed by doubling or redoubling” 
(Law 51-b).

PROSPECTS FOR PEACE 
CONSIDERED BRIGHTER 


Changes in Cabinet Personnel 
Are Reported Agreed On 
at Conferences. 


Mexico City July 26 (A.P.).—Pros- 
pects for a peaceable solution of the 
political crisis resulting from the as- 
sassination of President-Elect Obregon, 
appeared brighter today. 

Obregon leaders voiced their confi- 
dence that President Calles was making 


every effort to trace down those 
responsible for the slaying and to 
bring them to justice. Aaron Saenz, 
governor of Nueva Leon, and one of 
the acknowledged chiefs of the Obregon 
followers, declared that his partisans 
would support the president. Gov. 
Saenz has been mentioned as the most 
likely candidate for the provisional 
presidency when President Calles’ term 
expires December 1. 

His support of Calles therefore is 
considered significant and has revived 
the idea that the president may succeed 
himself provisionally if a way can be 
found under the constitution. 

The statement of Gov. Sagnz 
furthed eased the situation which for 
& time after the assassination was 
extremely tense because of the bitter 
Opposition between the Obregon ele- 
ment and the agrarians, the latter 
headed by Luls Morones, former secre- 
tary of labor in the Calles cabinet. 

El Paso, Tex, July 26 (A.P.).—Mexico 
City dispatches to El Continental today 
declared it was indicated after a con- 
ference of leaders of the Obregon party 
and President Calles that cabinet offi- 
clails would be nominated as follows: 

Interior, Emilio Portes: state, Arturo 
H. Orci; commerce, Gen. Perez Trevino, 

The meeting was attended by the 
present eleven aldermen belonging to 
Obregon’s party and decision was made 
to follow a policy of conciliation be- 
tween the chamber of deputies and

El Continental’s advices say the 
mayor, Jose Lopez Cortes, has promised 
his resignation after nine days of 
mourning.

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TUNNEY WINS. 
Gene Tunney remains the champion pugilist 
of the world, after a terrific battle with Tom 


Heeney, of New Zealand. Tunney’s superiority 


as a boxer and his greater reach won the day 


against bulldog courage. It was more than a 
boxing match, however; Tunney accepted 
Heeney’s tactics and made it a battle royal. 
At the end of the tenth round Heeney was pros- 
trate, with a badly cut eye and a nose that 
had been repeatedly hammered. But with 
astonishing stamina he returned to the center 
and delivered one or two stiff blows before 
the referee ended the bout and declared Tun- 
ney the winner. In at least one round Heeney 
had the better of the argument, but it was 
evident from the first that Tunney was more 
than a match for the “hard rock from down 
under.”’ 

Tunney was in perfect condition and used 
keen judgment in his ‘ fighting. Heeney 
pressed his antagonist as a rule, but Tunney 
stepped in at opportune moments and stopped 
the onset. In the infighting Tunney was much 
superior. One or two of Heeney’s rights were 
sufficient to have knocked out any one not 
hardened to punishment. Tunney winced, but 
only momentarily. 

The New Zealander must have discovered 
early in the fight that he was outmatched, but 
his courage was superb. He withstood shocks 
on the heart that must have been sadly de- 
moralizing, but he remained the aggressor 
almost to the end, and even then he fought like 
alion. It was no inglorious defeat, 

The public interest in this fight was some- 
what slack, as compared with the excitement 
that attended the Tunney-Dempsey fight, but 
those who witnessed last night’s bout were 
treated to as fine an exhibition of skill and 
eourage as has been seen for many a day. 
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PRIVATE CAR PERQUISITES. 

There are railroad officials who pride them- 
gelves on never making use of private cars to 
wnich they and the members of their families 
are entitled. Others are abusing the perquisite 
for themselves, their families and their friends. 
As passes are forbidden by law, except to 
those who are included within the organization 
of the railroads, those who are invited to enjoy 
a de luxe ride in a private car must pay the 
regular passenger fare. But in the opinion of 
Mr. McManamy, of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, it is a discrimination against 
patrons of the roads who travel in public cars 
to have others served at the same rates by 


' Juxurious private coaches. 


Denouncing as wasteful and unlawful the 
extensive practice of roads of hauling the 
private cars of foreign lines free of charge, the 
commissioner points out the extent of the evil 
by instancing one road which in a single year 
had eight of its private cars carried a total of 
more than half a million miles on foreign lines. 
In one case the private car of the ‘president 
of one of the Eastern lines” had traveled con- 
tinuously over foreign lines for three years. 
These de luxe tours of private persons in the 
ears of railroad officials included Florida, Cali- 
fornia, French Lick Springs, Maine, Hot 
Sulphur Springs of Virginia and _ similar 
notable resorts in their itinerary. 

The remedy proposed is to curtail or cut off 
the travel of private cars over foreign roads 
except at regular rates and by cutting off 
perquisites for guests by forbidding travel in 
such coaches at the rates that prevail for 
ordinary cars. 


SYNCHRONIZED BROADCASTING. 

In January engineers of radio station WAIU, 
Columbus, Ohio, and KMOX, St. Louis, became 
interested in the possibility of synchronizing 
broadcasting from several stations on exactly 
the same wave length. Early in the month 
the project had reached a point of develop- 
ment where it: was ready for test. The report 
on the test, recently received by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, says that synchronized 

_ broadcasting is being carried on ‘“‘with an en- 
tire absence of heterodyning.” | 

The public realizes: well that when two sep- 
arated wave lengths approach beyond a cer- 
tain point interference is set up that is most 
annoying. Wave lengths, must be separated 
satisfactorily or they must absolutely coincide, 
Synchronization of stations has been recog- 
nized as theoretically practicable. The trouble 
has been in obtaining absolute coincidence. 
WAIU and KMOX utilize a crystal to control 
their frequency which, in turn, is held accu- 
rate by a highly sensitive thermostatic con- 
trol device. ‘So far as we can determine from 
carefully placed observation points covering 
the territory between Columbus and St. Louis,”

OMINOUS CONDITIONS IN MEXICO. 
That dangerous cross-currents are at work 
in Mexico is indicated by the seclusion of 


President Calles and the virtual disavowal by 
the late Gen. Obregon’s closest friends of their 
first assertion that his assassination was in- 
spired by Catholic church influences. Although 
Calles in a recent statement reiterated the 
charge against the clergy, Obregon’s friends 
do not now hold this view, but are bitterly 
accusing Luis N. Morones and other labor 
leaders of responsibility for the crime, . The 
agrarians state that they do not even demand 
the death penalty for the murderer, as they 
hold that he was a mere tool of the labor 
leaders. A demand is made that the govern- 
ment shall eliminate all members of the labor 
party from official places, including the con- 
gress, 

President Calles is placed in an equivocal 
position by this demand. He has always en- 
couraged the labor federation and has given 
extraordinary powers to some of its leaders, 
If it should now develop that a class feud was 
the cause of Obregon’s taking-off, Calles will 
either be compelled to yleld to the demands of 
the agrarians or run the risk of being elimi- 
nated himself. Perhaps it is for this reason 
that he insists upon laying the crime at the 
door of the Catholic clergy, after the chief of 
police, Gen. Zertuche, Obregon’s devoted 
friend, modified his accusations against them, 

For several days President Calles has re- 
mained in the seclusion of his home, It is 
explained that. he is fatigued after his great 
exertions and loss of sleep following the 
assassination. Nevertheless his close retire- 
ment causes speculation as to a conspiracy 
against his life. He is a brave man, and his 
present course is so contrary to his usual con- 
duct that it is naturally assumed that he is 
aware of some deadly danger, possibly in- 
volving treachery among his followers. 


FRENCH COOKING. 

Maitre Escoffier, ‘“‘the prince of Parisian 
cooks,” whose menus have been likened by 
gourmets to the harmony of a Racine tragedy 
—without the tragedy, unless one eats too 
much—is coming to America as a missionary 
eager .to preach the blessings of the French 
culinary art. With him comes the famous silver 
saucepan in which he prepares the equally 
illustrious scrambled eggs, and in his button- 
hole he wears the red rosette of the Legion 
of Honor, which the minister of fine arts con- 
ferred upon him several months ago. M. Es- 
coffier, it is said, looks upon his mission as a 
crusade. The Americans, he believes, must 
be taught to appreciate proper cooking, such 
as only the French can produce, 

This is not the first time that the prince of 
Parisian cooks has invaded the United States. 
Several years ago a woman, whose special 
dishes were the talk of the boulevards, came 
to reform the American taste. Her coming 
was heralded far and wide. Her departure 
went unnoticed. 

What right have the French to suggest that 
Americans have little or no idea of cooking? 
They may not like American food. Americans 
do. M. Escoffier probably knows well how to 
prepare a sauce of piquant flavor and esthetic 
appearance unlike that which any American 
chef can prepare. But can he fry chicken as 
they fry it in Maryland? Does he know how 
to prepare buckwheat cakes to be served with 
maple syrup? What about corned beef and 
cabbage and hog’s jowls and greens? 

The French may tickle the palate of the 
average American tourist, but for every- 
day fare Mr. United States will take the dishes 
that his famous cooks in homes and hostelries 
North, South, East and West for 150 years 
have set before him. What is pate de foie 
gras as compared with diamond-back terrapin, 
as prepared and served by those whose an- 
cestors first learned of its delights ‘before 
the war?” 


COLOR IN PHOTOGRAPHY. 


A number of prominent sclentists, including 
Thomas A. Edison, have been invited by George 
Eastman, camera manufacturer, to witness the 
“most revolutionary development in modern 
photography” at his home next week. It has 
been known for some time that Mr, Eastman 
is interested in amateur color motion picture 
photography and tt is believed generally that 
he now is ready to demonstrate a thoroughly 
practicable process. If so, the development is 
important not only to the amateur photographic 
world but to the professional motion picture 
producer. 

Several processes have been utilized within 
the last few years with which to turn out a 
passably satisfactory color motion picture. 
None, however, has proved entirely successful. 
The illusion is not perfect. For brief flashes 
there is exhibited on the screen a reproduction 
of beauty in which the full color scale is ac- 
curately recorded, but soon the outlines blur. 
Modern color pictures are greatly superior to 
those of several years ago, but there still lies 
a long and probably rocky road before the 
dawn of the perfect color movie. 

If, however, Mr. Eastman has developed a 
process whereby the unskilled amateur can 
make movies with color fidelity it is likely that 
his process can be equally well applied to studio 
photography. The movies have been given a 
voice. Processes now are being perfected, 
utilizing the principles of the old-fashioned 
stereopticon, to give them_an accurate third 
dimension. When color, depth and voice are 
combined satisfactorily the movies will become 
a totally new art. 


CHICAGO'S COLLAPSED REGIME, ° 


The. resignation of .Michael Hughes, police 
commissioner of Chicago, may mean much and 
may mean nothing. Those whose pleasure it 
is to read into events an inner significance see 
in the abdication of Hughes the collapse of thé 
Thompson regime. Other officials of Big Bill’s 
cabinet will resign, they say, and finally Mayor 
Thompson himself will surrender the reins of 
office. Hughes, however, has been ill for many 
months, It is generally known that he failed 
to please Mayor Thompson. He gained public 
censure for not having made good his promise 
to rid Chicago of crooks within 90 days of tak- 
ing office. Nevertlreless it is quite possible 
that his resignation was tendered only because 
of his physical condition. 

William Hale Thompson unquestionably is 
a beaten man. For many months after he had 


regained the mayoralty he dwelt continuously 


in the spotlight. A 
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not change his famous “I do not choose” state- 
ment. “America First,” upon which Big Bill 
had hoped to ride to Nation-wide popularity, 
collapsed in ridicule. A special session of the 
grand jury denounced the “‘unholy alliance be- 
tween crime and politics” in the Windy City. 
The Chicago public is disgusted with an ad- 
ministration under which crime and vice has 
continued to prosper. Mayor Thompson's 
road, of late, has been rocky and he would be 
more than human were he not ready to quit. 

It may be that,Chicago is to have a new 
deal. Whether it will be better than the old, 
however, remains to be seen. Chicago has 
had reform administrations before, and they 
got nowhere. The element that grips Chicago 
is powerful and canny. It realizes that now 
and then it is discreet to let the reformers have 
their fling, remaining in the background until 
vigilance is relaxed and the way is open again 
for frontal attack. Not until the people of 
Chicago get together behind strong men can 
the city be cleaned up. 


NOBILE’S RETURN. 

Nobile and his rescued companions have ex- 
perienced a sad return to civilization, When 
the Citta de Milano docked at Narvik, Norway, 
yesterday, no officials were on hand to greet 
her, and the mooring rope thrown ashore was 
ignored by those lounging on the quay. Finally 


a member of the crew had to jump to land to 
assist In the mooring. No member of the res- 
cued expedition ventured upon the decks of 
the Citta de Milano, With portholes battened 
tight, darkness was awaited for the transfer 
of Nobile and his companions to the railway 
coach in which he is to complete the journey 
to Rome. 

Those who have made it their business to 
turn the Italia disaster to the discredit of 
Italy have done a good job. Their prepos- 
terous tales have taken root. Eventually it 
will be recognized that Gen. Nobile, sorrow- 
fully returning to report to his countrymen, 
was a most pitiful figure as he was forced to 
shun the public in this journey. For the time 
being he is an outcast, despised for an incl- 
dent over which he had not the remotest 
control, 

There must and should be an. official in- 
quiry. Nobile shares the responsibility for 
the disaster that cost so many lives. But he 
did not willfully send men to an inevitable 
death.

barge Richelleu was

throw an entirely new light upon pitch. It 
was not known before that this highly inflam- 
mable substance was also explosive. Science 
thus incidentally enriched by 
facts that have been brought out tn these 
suits. The Richelleu was lying at a plier at 
Curtis Bay, and the stevedores were busy load- 
ing the cargo when In some manner there came 
an explosion that rocked the ship and cargo 
and caused some loss of life. 

Inasmuch as pitch was not theretofore 
known to be explosive, the court decided that 
neither the shipowners, the families of the 
geven who met their death, nor 
others who entered actions could be given re- 
dress at law. All seem to have agreed that 
the explosion resulted either from the lamps 
of the men or from an electric spark, but the 
railroad company alleged that it had not in 
any point been negligent, as the methods of 
taking on the cargo were those commonly 
used. Pitch dust, by common experience, was 
no more dangerous than coal dust. As the 
source of the danger was not even known to 
science the court held that the railroad com- 
pany should not be responsible. Therefore it 
was held not Hable either in culpable lack of 
knowledge or in failure to observe all pre- 
caution. 

Thus science has come to know more than 
ever was known before about the nature of 
pitch and this information will modify in im- 
portant respects the processes of production 
and handling of the article.

THE CLAY OF CARACAS, 


Clay as a compromiser served his day and 
generation, but his sagaclous proposals were 
as so many efforts to dam the Atlantic, and 
the inevitable deluge of the Civil War broke 
upon the land. No historian as yet appears 
to have properly grasped the comparison that 
might be set up between the younger Clay 
and the older, the Clay with enthusiasm for 
the liberties of the peoples of Latin America 
and the Clay whose forensic eloquence stirred 
the Nation in its pleas for abatement of the 
passions of sections and the adoption of a mid- 
dle ground in handling the problem of slavery. 

As the Clay of Caracas, Henry Clay may be 
awarded his chief claims to enduring remem- 
brance, despite all that history must ever re- 
late of him in the issue of sectional strife. 
This will doubtless be the case if the spokes- 
men for his claims below the border are true 
interpreters of his worth to the common cause 
of liberty upon the American Continent, In 
the great open plaza of Caracas, the capital 
of Venezuela, will presently be erected the 
bronze statue of Clay, which was provided 
for by act of Congress at its recent session, as 
a graceful tribute to the government of Vene- 
zuela for its gift of a statue of Simon Bolivar 
in 1921, which was erected in New York. 

Secretary Kellogg and the Commission of 
Fine Arts are now considering designs for the 
work, which must be that of an artist of this 
country. The profound influence exerted by 
Henry Clay during an era that was critical 
for South American liberties and the reliance 
that was placed upon his judgment by the 
“George Washington of South America” are 
the brilliant chapters in his biography which 
are lost sight of by many who are interested 


_merely in his failure to capture the presidency 


and who point to him as a shining example 
of futility. It is just such men of vision and 
human sentiment who most profoundly affect 
the course of history. Their lives inevitably 
work out their furtherance through fame, no 
matter how disappointed they may have been 
in missing the goal of ambition. |

CALL MONEY PLENTIFUL

New York, July 26.—The stock mar- 
ket appeared to be in a hesitant mood 
today, due no doubt to the uncertainty 
regarding the brokers’ loan totals to 
be announced after the close of trad- 
ing. Nevertheless, a fair number of 
leading industrials, under the leader- 
ship of United States Steel and Gen- 
eral Motors, secured substantial ad- 
vances over the previous closing levels. 
On the whole, losses and gains were 
about evenly divided for the day and 
neitner extended very far. Trading 
Was -extremely quiet after the first 
hour, the day’s turnover dropping 
below the 1 500,000 share level. 

The call money rate held at 5% per 
cent, with funds plentiful on the out- 
sid- at as low as 5 per cent. Specula- 
tors in stocks did not appear to be 
greatly interested in the firmness of 
time money, nor did they exhibit any 
concern over the increase in the rates 
for bankers’ loan acceptances an- 
mounced yesterday. 

Showing the strength of the market, 
recessions were quite promptly checked 
by unobtrusive but very strong re- 
Sistance and several selected issues ac- 
cumulated sizable gains and managed 
to hold most of them to the finish. 

American Smelting was up 4% net 
at the close; American Radiator. 4%; 
U. S. Steel common, 1%; Borden, 23%; 
Canadian Pacific, 24%; General Gas & 
Electric A., 414; General Railway Sig- 
nal, 2; Goodyear, 2%; Otis Elevator, 3; 
Penick and Ford, 2%; Radio, 2; Dela- 
ware & Hudson, 444; Studebaker, 1% 
and General Motors. Y%. 

New highs for the year or longer were 
attained by American Beet Sugar, At- 
lantic Refining, Savage Arms, Real Silk 
Hosiery, Paramount and General Gas & 
Electric A, but in most cases the early 
gains were not all held to the close. 
New lows were established by Lima 
Locomotive, Island Creek Coal, Eitin- 
ger Schild, Abitibi Power, Kansas City 
Southern preferred, Belding-Hemingway 
and Maytag preferred. 

There were traders on both sides 
ready to do business at a price. Only 
two groups of stocks held fairly well 
together—the oils and tobaccos.

After the issuance of the order, 
previous sellers both of July and September, 
especially September, made haste to change 
their market position and reduce thelr com- 
mitments. This procedure was given addi- 
tional impetus by the fact that the July 
delivery today showed from the outset a 
notable upward trend, notwithstanding Ib- 
eral arrivals of corn in Chicago today, 423 
cars, anc despite total deliveries of 431.000 
bus nels of corn today on Chicago July con- 
tr 


The fact that July corn was at an un- 
usual premium of 13 cents over September 
today appeared to lend significance to the 
Government order for special information 
on the existing trade status, although offi- 
clals said there was no evidence of any 
manipulative activity in July and September 
corn because of belief that rural stocks of 
old corn had become unusually small as a 
result of cold weather and poor pastures 
during the spring. On the other hand, the 
good outlook for the 1928 new crop not yet 
available has brought about an extraordi- 
nary amount of selling, especially of corn 
to be delivered in September.

A sign in big letters announced that 
they were 295 feet from the home plate 
—this for the benefit of the home runs 
clouted by Ruth and his fellows and 
‘had no reference to the distance to 
the ring in which a boxing champion- 
ship of the world was to be decided 
later. The ring was placed behind the 
pitcher’s mound so that the first cash 
custoiners to put in an appearance 
were not so far away as they might 
have been if the rights and lefts had 
been thrown at the same spot to which 
the balls and strikes are tossed. 

Forty aluminum encased lights of 
1,000-candlepower each cast their ra- 
diance on the ring resting 5% feet 
above the ground on iron supports. 
The ring was no stranger to the Yankee 
Stadium. It has been here before, one 
notable visit to the baseball park 
marking the knockout of Jack Sharkey 
by Jack Dempsey. When it is not 
visiting outdoors the ring makes its 
home at Madison Square Garden. 


Tex Rickard appeared at the 
ringside as early as 6:30 o'clock, 
The promoter, second only to Tun- 
ney as an interested party to the 
bout, chewed his big cigar and 
looked at the array of seats he 
hoped would be filled. He did not 
voice any apprehension that the 
custumers would not come, but he 
could not have been sure.

pion, Gene Tunney, born and bred in 
Greenwich Village, tonight came back 
to is home town to defend the title 
against Tom MHeeney, New Zealand 
challenger, who plodded his way 
through Tex Rickard’s elimination tour- 
nament. 

The Anzac boasted an $144 -pound 
advantage over Tunney, scaling 20342 
pounds to 192 for the champion. 
Tunney came into the ring a 3 to 1 
favorite.

He was too 
courageous to be Knocked out with 
one punch, It took a. good many 
hard rights to his body before he 
weakened. 

“His habit of coming in at me was 
also of great assistance to me.

the crowd was all for the little 
fellow. 


The bleacher crowd grew and soon 
looked like the baseball crowd on 
holiday. These bleacher f-ns were not 
the farthest removed from the scene 
of the fray. Roofs of apartment houses 
blocks away from the staduim had full 
quotas of optimistic persons who might 
or might not see something for noth- 
ing. 

With numerous predictions of a 
“financial flop” staring the bout in the 
face there were some 15,009 persons in 
the far away bleachers early in the 
evening.

“Gentleman Jim” was on record 
as predicting a smashing Tunney vic- 
tory. Tunney is sometimes called “Gen- 
tieman Gene” and has often been com- 
pared to the master boxer of the '90’s. 


Sammy Mandell, lightweight 
champion, must have looked at the 
ring with some affection. He gave 
Jimmy MeLarnin a fierce beating 
within its confines, 


Perhaps the loudest gong in the 
world sent cold shivers up and down 
the spines of the customers as the first 
of the preliminary boxers crawled in 
the freshly resined ring to offer the 
first entertainment on the program. 


Joe Humphreys, the veteran announcer, 
was in good voice, although some of his 
friends tried to “kid” him by yelling

larly under the ribs on the left side, 
swept in on his only really effec- 
tive punch of the fight, just before 
the bell rang. It was a right swing 
to the chin, and as it caught Tun- 
ney the champion’s back sagged to 
the ropes, and he was too badly 
stunned to attempt to escape for an 
instant. 


What might have happened is of no 
importance, because the bell parted 
them and ended Heeney’s chance, 

Tunney walked out of the ring with- 
out a scratch. He hadn’t caught more 
than a dozen punches, most of them 
glancing «wipes which grazed him or 
clubbed him on the ears s he mis- 
judged his timing in attempting to 
step inside the arc of the swing. 

Heeney’s chin was gashed, his nose 
was drooling, and with the flow from 
these wounds and the gash in the eye- 
lid Tunney’s darting mitts acted as 
paint brushes. Heeney’s men would 
swab him off, but in a few seconds he 
would again be facing Tunney through 
a crimson film, 

The body attack served its purpose 
in the end, wearing Heeney down s0 
that he lacked the strength to wave 
his sinewy arms as threateningly as he 
had earlier in the bout. Tunney was 
moving in more daringly with shots at 
the face, and instead of glancing as 
some of them did in the opening forays, 
they were crashing through with stun- 
ning force, 

Tunney’s legs anu his talent for 
using them in going to the right 
and left instead of retreating in a 
Straight line backward also helped 
to wear Heeney to exhaustion, for 
as Tom missed his punches and 
went plodding after Tunney he was 
attacking antenanted areas and 
Tunney was chopping him on the 
head from the sides. 

The fight will be recorded not only 
as @ knockout against Heeney’s gen- 
erally formidable record, but also as 
the first knockout Tex Rickard ever 
received at the hands of his public. The 
mournful numerals of the financial 
statement will not be fully available for

Taliaferro’s Plan Is Declared 
by President Miller to Be 
“Useless Burden.” 


COMMISSIONER CITES 
BUYERS’ COMPLAINTS 


Holds Inclusion of Change He 
Proposes to Be as Vital 
as Clear Titles. 


Suggestion of District Commissioner 
Sidney F. Taliaferro that zoning classi- 


fications be included in real estate con- 
tracts, met with disapproval yesterday 
by William C. Miller, president of the 
Washington Real Estate Board. Mr. 
Miller, in disapproving of the sugges- 
tion by the Commissioner, declared that 
if adopted it would only place an 
added burden on the real estate agent. 

He asserted that there is nothing to 
fear in accepting the word of reputa- 
ble realtors as to the classification of 
property which they are selling, and 
added that if a person deals with a 
“curbstone broker,” who would mis- 
represent the zoning, he does so at his 
own risk. 

Since “zoning laws have introduced 
an entirely new element in the owner- 
ship of land,” all real estate contracts, 
certificates, and sales should clearly 
show the zoning classification of the 
property in question, Tallaferro de- 
Clared yesterday. 

Taliaferro, who is a member of the 
Zoning Commission, stated that per- 
eons appearing before the com- 
mission “are heard to say that 
they purchased real estate with the un- 
derstanding that it was zoned for a 
certain character of use, and later dis- 
covered they were misinformed, or fre- 
quently state that they purchased real 
estate under the impression or under- 
standing that it was going to be 
changed within a short while to some 
goning classification which would 
make it more valuable than the classi- 
fication existing at the time of pur- 
ohase. 

“These are usually loose expressions, 
which probably have little foundation, 
and it is, of course, impossible for any 
person to guarantee what changes in 
zoning may be made from time to time 
by the Zoning Commission. 


Courts Uphold the Law. 


“However, the incidents referred to 
suggest the possibility and perhaps the 
desirability of some amendment and 
addition to the usual sales agreements 
respecting real estate and to the certifi- 
cates issued by real estate title com- 
panies.” 

Commissioner Taliaferro pointed out 
that the laws respecting the zoning of 
real estate, which give authorities pow- 
er to specify and limit the building 
heights, character of occupancy and 
area of occupation, are of recent origin, 
but the principles of the laws have been 
tested in the courts and sustained. 

“Heretofore,” Commissioner Talia- 
ferro stated, “it had been the effort of 
the would-be purchaser of real estate 
to make sure that he obtained a good 
legal title and that the’property was 
free of encumbrances, including taxes. 


Common Practice of Agents, 


“Tt is a common practice for real 
estate title companies to report as to 
these items and also to any covenants 
running with the land, which would 
affect and restrict the enjoyment of the 
property by'the purchaser. 

-“It has been also the common prac- 
tice of real estate agents to include in 
agreements for the purchase of real 
estate a statement as to warranty of 
title, as to existing encumbrances and 
as to covenants running with the land. 

“Zoning laws have introduced an en- 
tirely new element. It is probably of 
almost equal importance to the pur- 
chaser of real estate to know whether, 
under the law, it may be used for resi- 
dential or business purposes as it is 
for such purchaser to know that he ob- 
tains a good fee simple title to the 
land.” 

Would End Uncertainty. 


Commissioner Tallaferro concluded: 
“In order to avoid uncertainty, dis- 
putes and perhaps litigation, it would 
seem to be highly desirable for pur- 
chase agreements in respect to real 
estate, and for the certificates of all 
real estate title companies in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, te carry a simple

Percentage Was 35, While 
Thermometer Records 
96 in Tube. 


SHOWERS ARE PREDICTED 


A low percentage of humidity yes- 
terday again partly counteracted the 
high temperature that prevailed 
throughout most of the day, and which 
reached its peak of 96 degrees at the 
Pennsylvania avenue kiosk at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 

The humidity hovered around 35, 
which, though higher than that of the

CAPITAL RANKS HIGH 
WITH LIFE INSURANCE 


Eighth Among Cities, One Pol- 
icy Paid Here Being 
for $147,948. 


Washington ranked eighth among 
the cities of the United States in the 
amount of life insurance payments in 
1927, according to figures compiled by 
the National Underwriter. In. that 
year benefits of $9,405,000 were paid 
here. 

The grand total of life insurance 
paid in the United States and Canada 
in 1927, according to the Underwriter, 
was $1,746,105.557. Payments in 88 
cities were in excess of $1,000,000. The 
total showed a gain of $160,464,432 
over 1926. 

The largest amount of insurance on, 
an individual was $2,159,000, paid on 
Robert E. L. Ruffner, a wholesale 
grocer, of Charleston, W. Va. During 
the year there were 210 individual 
claims for $100,000 or more. The larg- 
est individual policy paid in the Dis- 
trict was on C. Minshall, and was for

Meantime, Business Men Are

Although the next session of Con- 
gress is five months off, Senator Mil- 
lard G. Tydings (Democrat), of Mary- 
land, already is making prepartions for 
another fight against the Stalker 
farmers market bill, it was learned yes- 
terday.

The Commissioners wrote him, 
Tydings said, that they had never en- 
dorsed any of the market bills which 
have been introduced in Congress. 
Mr. Brown, Bureau of Efficiency head, 
asserted, he said, that the Stalker bill 
was “unjust and unfalr.” 

“We have won our fight,” Senator 
Tydings said yesterday. “That market 
will never be built in the Southwest.”

The Stalker bill was sponsored in the 
Senate by Senator Glass (Democrat), 
of Virginia. Glass’ constituents, Vir- 
ginia farmers who bring produce in to 
the, local market, are in favor of the 
Southwest site, because it would be of 
easy access for them. 

On the other hand, the farmer con- 
stituent; f Senators Tydings and 
Bruce are opposed to the Southwest 
site because it is too far for them.

MOTORMAN HE SEIZED

Conflicting testimony was presented 
by prosecution witnesses yesterday in 
the trial before the police trial board 
of Ray 8S. Miller, Third Precinct police- 
man, charged with intoxication and 
conduct prejudicial to the good order 
and discipline of the department.

Each of the three women de- 
clared she smelled liquor on the police- 
man’s breath. Witherington himself 
said on direct questioning that the 
policeman took him out by the coat 
lapel and later when cross-questioned 
by Thomas E, Lodge, attorney for the 
defense, reiterated his statement. 

Mrs. Rena Cole said that she wag 
seated near the front of the car ane 
that she heard the motorman tell the 
street car inspector to smell the police 
man’s breath, that he had been drink 
ing. She also testified that the police 
man’s eyes were bloodshot and his face 
red. Miller’s face is naturally ruddy 
She insisted that the policeman throt 
tled the motorman even when With 
erington’s testimony was recalled t¢ 
her.
